INDIVIDUAL RIGHTS HIT BY UNION POWER 
The national political power of labor union 
leaders has been demonstrated in the 221 
to 203 vote in the House of Representatives 
on the repeal of Section 14(b) of the Taft- 
Hartlev Labor-Management Relations Act. 
This was a vote in favor of compulsory 
unionism—to smash, at the federal level, the 
right of individual states to protect the job 
rights of individual workers who do not want 
to join a union in order to hold a job. 
The labor union lobby in the national capital 
put great pressure upon many congressmen— 
especially those who had received union indorse­ 
ment and union campaign financing—to secure 
passage of the repealer bill this week. 
The repealer would, in effect, provide nation­ 
wide government protection for union bosses 
in their 
organizational 
and dues-collection 
activities. 
Those 19 states which have enacted so-called 
right-to-work laws under provisions of Section 
14(b) of the federal law wrould be denied their 
state rights if the union lobbyists are also 
able to push the repealer bill through the Senate. 
The House vote for repeal could not have 
been attained without the pressure exerted by 
the Johnson administration, which was aided 
by union funds in the last election campaign, 
and by a cynical coalition of the liberal farm 
organizations with the political arm of the union 
groups. 
Democratic Rep. Tom Foley of Washington’s 
Fifth Congressional District, who benefited from 
union leader support in the 1964 election, per­ 
formed in the manner expected from him by 
the union leaders. He voted for increased labor 
boss power and against the right of individuals 
to be free from union control. 
If the Section 14(b) repeal bill gets the same 
degree of support in the Senate as it did in 
the House, compulsory unionism will be more 
solidly entrenched on a nationwide basis than 
ever before. 
Neither of Washington’s two Democratic sena- , 
tors can be expected, on their past records, 
to abandon the union leaders’ bid for more power. 
But individual voters who do not like compulsory 
unionism or who prefer voluntary unionism 
should take the opportunity now to let their 
convictions be known to the senators. 
There is still some chance that the repeal 
of Section 14(b) can be thwarted by senators 
who believe that freedom of the individual is 
more important than government protection of 
organization officials.

will improve equity 
and efficiency in the use of 
these public resources.” 
No one seeks to penalize any 
of the carriers concerned. It is 
only asked that those who make 
a profit out of the use of tax- 
paid facilities pay some part 
of the enormous cost of build­ 
ing and maintaining those fa­ 
cilities. 
Die inland waterway 
carriers provide the most fla­ 
grant example of what 
is 
needed — they pay nothing what­ 
soever for their rights-of-way, 
The general taxpayers must pny 
it all. This is the \ bid of situa­

History often tags famous men 
thus: William was known as 
“ the Conqueror,” Ivan as “ the

Although 
the 
74-year*old 
Charles Andre Joseph 
Marie 
de Gaulle has not yet run the 
full course of his career, his­ 
torians 
may 
well dub him 
Charles the Dissident. 
Charles the Dissident has a 
nice ring. De Gaulle might even 
like it. He has worked 
hard 
against popular tides. 
De Gaulle was a thorn in the 
side of the Nazis - and of his 
own allies. He emerged from 
World War H a national hero. 
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After a short political stint, 
De Gaulle 
went into semi- 
retirem ent, from which 
he 
emerged in the nation’s 1958 
crisis bordering on civil war. 
He gave the French people, on 
a take-it-and-me-or-else basis, 
a De Gaulle, constitution giving 
the chief executive greater pow­ 
e rs and a basis for establishing 
the Fifth Republic. 
He has kept Franco - West 
German relations in ferment. 
In 1963 De Gaulle slapped 
down the late President Ken­ 
nedy’s offer of Polaris 
mis­ 
siles and set out to develop 
his own nuclear weapons. 
E arlier that year he turned 
thumbs down on Britain’s entry 
into the European Economic 
Community, opposing its other 
five member nations. 
The pockmarks etched by De- 
Gaulle’s 
acidity on Franco- 
American relations 
were 
deepened when he challenged 
the authority and purposes of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization, pulling out of it all 
his armed forces except token 
units and officers who could 
mouth his sentiments in NATO’s 
high councils. 
In granting diplomatic rec­ 
ognition to Red China, De Gaulle 
brusquely 
brushed 
aside 
Western policy, protests and 
interests. 
With America deeply 
in­ 
volved in South Viet Nam, De 
Gaulle derided the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization and 
trotted out his own formula for 
peace in the area France was 
thrown out of in 1954. 
He walked out of Euromart 
when other nations challenged 
his demand that they accept 
his views on a common farm 
policy. 
What next, Charles the Dis­ 
sident?

Once again the Viet Cong has

tion in South Viet Nam. 
The recent penetration of the 
supposedly

base at Da Nang •• guarded by 
9,500 Marines — by a Commu­ 
nist “ suicide squad” killed one 
American and destroyed$5 mil­ 
lion worth of airplanes. 
And once again it appears 
that the attack could have been 
foiled had nearby villagers, who 
had seen the guerrillas moving 
in, given a warning. 


Whether it is because of sym­ 
pathy for the Viet Cong, or fear 
of their reprisals or sheer 
weary disinterest after a gen­ 
eration of continual warfare, 
this behavior of Vietnamese 
civilians is a far more serious 
m atter than the physical dam­ 
age done to the base. 
It 
has a counterpart else­ 
where. Many times in the past, 
Americans have criticized the 


South Vietnamese arm y, par­ 
ticularly its officers, for lack 
of aggressiveness and failure to 
press an advantage against the 
enemy. 
Although the 
high rate of 
casualties the arm y is suf­ 
fering is proof that it is doing 
a lot more than merely going 
through the motions, there is 
something missing in morale. 
The Vietnamese soldier does 
not seem dedicated to the strug­ 
gle as was the tough little ROK 
soldier in the Korean War. 
Perhaps it is because the South 
Korean 
was fighting against 
a foreign invader, the Chinese, 
as 
well as 
against North 
Koreans. 
Whatever the reasons, 
this 
combination of deficiency in 
the army and apathy in 
the 
village poses the single greatest 
obstacle to defeating the Com­ 
munists. Until it is overcome, 
the war will grind on and on 
as 
it has, with 
a steadily 
mounting toll in death and te r­ 
ror and grief. 
What it will take to reverse 
the situation is the question of 
the hour. Since we cannot de­ 
cree a change in the spirit 
of the Vietnamese, the 
only 
immediate 
course 
that ap­ 
pears open to us 
as their 
allies is to commit more and 
more American troops to actual 
ground fighting. 
It is this course that we 
have embarked upon.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — The joint 
chiefs of staff are quietly press­ 
ing for authority to impose mili­ 
tary censorship on all news 
dispatches coming out of South 
Viet Nam. 
They contend that censorship 
is needed to stop the leak of 
military information, and they 
can 
make a good case for 
tightening security as long as 
American boys are dying in 
Viet Nam. 
But they would also like to 
stop the bad publicity that has 
come from the wide open cover­ 
age of some military opera­ 
tions. They are disturbed over 
stories and pictures about South 
Vietnamese soldiers mistreat­ 
ing prisoners and American 
Marines burning villages. 
The generals argue, with some 
justification, that the Viet Cong 
horrors are hidden from the 
world. Only news that has been 
processed through the Commu­ 
nist 
propaganda mill 
is re­ 
leased. 


In contrast, 
correspondents 
are free to report almost any­ 
thing they see on the American 
side, deterred only by a few 
voluntary restrictions. 
The occasional brutalities and 
cruelties are flashed to the 
world by our own news agencies. 
Indeed, the Communists have 
been known to pick up Ameri­ 
can news pictures and use them 
for anti-American propaganda. 
This gives the kind of comfort 
to the enemy that the joint 
chiefs would like to stop. 
LBJ'S TRAVEL PLANS 
Despite preslstent reports that

INDIVIDUAL RIGHTS HIT BY UNION POWER 
The national political power of labor union 
leaders has been demonstrated in the 221 
to 203 vote in the House of Representatives 
on the repeal of Section 14(b) of the Taft- 
Hartley Labor-Management Relations Act. 
This was a vote 
in favor of compulsory 
unionism—to smash, at the federal level, the 
right of individual states to protect the job 
rights of individual workers who do not want 
to join a union in order to hold a job. 
The labor union lobby in the national capital 
put great pressure upon many congressm en— 
especially those who had received union indorse­ 
ment and union campaign financing--to secure 
passage of the repealer bill this week. 
The repealer would, in effect, provide nation­ 
wide government protection for union bosses 
in their 
organizational 
and dues-collection 
activities. 
Those 19 states which have enacted so-called 
right-to-work laws under provisions of Section 
14(b) of the federal law would be denied their 
state rights if the union lobbyists are also 
able to push the repealer bill through the Senate. 
The 
House vote for repeal could not have 
been attained without the pressure exerted by 
the Johnson administration, which was aided 
by union funds in the last election campaign, 
and by a cynical coalition of the liberal farm 
organizations with the political arm of the union 
groups. 
Democratic Rep. Tom Foley of Washington’s 
Fifth Congressional D istrict, who benefited from 
union leader support in the 1964 election, per­ 
formed in the manner expected from him by 
the union leaders. He voted for increased labor 
boss power and against the right of individuals 
to be free from union control. 
If the Section 14(b) repeal bill gets the same 
degree of support in the Senate as it did in 
the House, compulsory unionism will be more 
solidly entrenched on a nationwide basis than 
ever before. 
Neither of Washington’s two Democratic sena- , 
tors can be expected, on their past records, 
to abandon the union leaders’ bid for more power. 
But individual voters who do not like compulsory 
unionism or who prefer voluntary unionism 
should take the opportunity now to let their 
convictions be known to the senators. 
There is still some chance that the repeal 
of Section 14(b) can be thwarted by senators 
who believe that freedom of the individual is 
more important than government protection of 
jrganization officials.

According to the report, about 
two thirds of the drownings o c ­ 
cur in riv er s, lakes, creeks and 
sim ilar bodies of water not de­ 
signed as p laces for recreation 
and sports. 
At ages 15-19 the rate 
for 
m ales was about IO tim es that 
for fem ales, and at 20-24 years 
the ratio was 12 to I. In each 
sex 
more than half of 
all 
drownings occur before age 20. 
Among m ales in the broad age 
range 5-24 years, drowning is 
second only to motor vehicles 
as a cause of accidental death. 
The statistician s also noted; 


About 500 drownings a year, 
or nearly IO per cent of the 
total, 
take place at beaches, 
vacation 
reso rts 
and 
other 
places where recreational acti­ 
vities 
are 
subject to super­ 
vision. 
Drownings in and about 
the 
hom es account 
for 
slightly 
m ore than a tenth of the na­ 
tional total, a substantial num­ 
ber occurring in home sw im ­ 
ming and wading pools. In Cali­ 
fornia, it is reported, 
about 
IOO liv es w ere lost in 
home 
swim m ing pools during 1963, 
m ore than half of the victim s 
being children under five years 
of age. 
Most of the other drownings 
take place on farm s, but more 
than IOO a year are reported to 
occur in abandoned quarries. 
The statistician s had the fo l­ 
lowing advice to sw im m ers and 
parents of sw im m ers; 
“ The frequency of drowning, 
particularly 
among 
children 
and adolescents, can be 
r e ­ 
duced substantially by exercise 
of such sim ple precautions as 
swim ming only in safe places 
when lifeguards are on duty, 
swimming 
with a companion, 
not overtaxing one’s physical 
capacity, staying out of water 
when one is overtired or soon 
after a full m eal, 
and closely 
supervising 
young 
children 
playing in and around water.”

Navy; heavy sm okers get draft­ 
ed into the Arm y. 
. Among high school and col­ 
lege 
students, “ smoking r e ­ 
flects 
a lack of involvement 
in the sch olastic program and 
an attempt to obtain satisfac­ 
tions outside the school 
en­ 
vironm ent.” 
. For som e youngsters, sm ok­ 
ing may be a com prom ise solu­ 
tion to the inability to onjoy 
other pleasure which 
society 
frowns upon.

Fair 
and adequate user fees for our 
inland waterways, our federal 
airw ays, and our federal-aid 
highways 
w ill improve equity 
and efficiency 
in the use of 
these public resou rces.” 
No one seek s to penalize any 
of the ca rriers concerned. It is 
only asked that those who make 
a profit out of the use of tax- 
paid fa cilities pay som e part 
of the enorm ous cost of build­ 
ing and maintaining those fa­ 
c ilitie s .

CAN EVERYBODY ELSE 
BE OUT OF STEP? 
History often tags fam ous men 
thus: William w as known as 
“ the Conqueror,” Ivan a s “ the 
T errible,” 
Richard 
as “ the 
Lionhearted.” 
Although 
the 
74»year»old 
C harles Andre Joseph 
M arie 
de Gaulle has not yet run the 
full course of his career, h is­ 
torians 
may 
well dub 
him 
C harles the D issident. 
Charles the D issident has a 
nice ring. De Gaulle might even 
like it. He has worked 
hard 
against popular tides. 
De Gaulle was a thorn in the 
side of the N azis — and of his 
own a llies. He em erged from 
World War II a national hero. 
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After a short political stint, 
De Gaulle 
went into sem i­ 
retirem ent, from which 
he 
em erged in the nation’s 1958 
crisis bordering on civil war. 
He gave the French people, on 
a take-it^ind-m e-or-else basis, 
a De Gaulle, constitution giving 
the chief executive greater pow­ 
ers and a basis for establishing 
the Fifth Republic. 
He has kept Franco • West 
German relations in ferm ent. 
In 
1963 
De Gaulle slapped 
down the late President Ken­ 
nedy’s offer of P olaris 
m is­ 
sile s and set out to develop 
his own nuclear weapons. 
Earlier that year he turned 
thumbs down on B ritain’s entry 
into the 
European 
Economic 
Community, opposing its other 
five member nations. 
The pockmarks etched by De- 
Gaulle’s 
acidity 
on Franco- 
American 
relations 
were 
deepened when he challenged 
the authority and purposes of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization, pulling out of it all 
his armed forces except token 
units and officers who could 
mouth his sentim ents in NATO’s 
high councils. 
In 
granting diplom atic rec­ 
ognition to Red China, De Gaulle 
brusquely 
brushed 
aside 
Western policy, protests 
and 
interests. 
With A m erica deeply 
in­ 
volved in South Viet Nam , De 
Gaulle 
derided 
the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization and 
trotted out his own formula for 
peace in the area France was 
thrown out of in 1954. 
He walked out of Euromart 
when other nations challenged 
his demand that they accept 
his view s on a common farm 
policy. 
What next, C harles the D is­ 
sident?

Whether it is because of sym ­ 
pathy for the Viet Cong, or fear 
of their 
rep risals or 
sheer 
weary disinterest after a gen­ 
eration of continual w arfare, 
this behavior of Vietnam ese 
civilians is a far m ore serious 
m atter than the physical dam ­ 
age done to the base. 
It 
has 
a counterpart e ls e ­ 
where. Many tim es in the past, 
A m ericans have criticized the 


South V ietnam ese arm y, par­ 
ticularly its officers, for lack 
of aggressiven ess and failure to 
press an advantage against the 
enemy. 
Although 
the 
high rate of 
casualties the arm y 
is 
suf­ 
fering is proof that it is doing 
a lot m ore than m erely going 
through the m otions, there is 
something m issing in m orale. 
The V ietnam ese soldier does 
not seem dedicated to the strug­ 
gle as was the tough little ROK 
soldier 
in the 
Korean 
War. 
Perhaps it is because the South 
Korean 
was fighting against 
a foreign invader, the Chinese, 
as 
well as 
against North 
Koreans. 
Whatever the reasons, 
this 
combination 
of deficiency 
in 
the arm y and apathy in 
the 
village poses the single greatest 
obstacle to defeating the Com­ 
munists. Until it is overcom e, 
the war will grind on and on 
as 
it 
has, 
with 
a steadily 
mounting toll in death and ter­ 
ror and grief. 
What it will take to reverse 
the situation is the question of 
the hour. Since we cannot de­ 
cree a 
change 
in the spirit 
of the V ietnam ese, the 
only 
im m ediate 
course 
that ap­ 
pears open to us 
as their 
a llies is to com m it more and 
more Am erican troops to actual 
ground fighting.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON 
— 
The joint 
chiefs of staff are quietly p r e ss­ 
ing for authority to im pose m ili­ 
tary censorship on all news 
dispatches coming out of South 
V iet Nam. 
They contend that censorship 
is needed to stop the leak of 
m ilitary information, and they 
can 
make a good case for 
tightening security as long as 
Am erican boys 
are dying in 
V iet Nam. 


But they would also like to 
stop the bad publicity that has 
com e from the wide open co v er­ 
age of som e m ilitary opera­ 
tion s. They are disturbed over 
sto r ie s and pictures about South 
V ietnam ese sold iers m istreat­ 
ing prisoners 
and 
Am erican 
M arines burning villages. 
The generals argue, with som e 
justification, that the Viet Cong 
horrors are hidden from the 
world. Only news that has been 
processed through the Commu­ 
n ist 
propaganda m ill 
is r e ­ 
leased . 


In contrast, 
correspondents 
a re free to report alm ost any­ 
thing they see on the Am erican 
sid e, deterred only by a few 
voluntary restriction s. 
The occasional brutalities and 
cruelties are 
flashed to the 
world by our own news agencies. 
Indeed, the Com m unists have 
been known to pick up A m eri­ 
can news pictures and use them 
for anti-Am erican propaganda. 
T his gives the kind of com fort 
to

Drysdale went only five in­

hung on for seven in­

in 
Cincinnati’s 4-2 
triumph over Houston. 
Drysdale is 20-12 and E llis is 
20-9. 
In reaching the 20-gam e 
plateau, they join M arichal, 22- 
11; Los Angeles' Sandy Koufax, 
22-8, and Tony Cloninger, 22-9. 
There are no 20-game winners 
in the American League. 
In the only other 
NL game, 
Pittsburgh stopped Philadelphia

Daylight Saving

At this time of the year various 
communities, 
cities and whole 
areas of the nation are going 
off daylight saving tim e and 
going back to standard tim e. 
Some, which were on daylight 
saving time during the sum m er, 
already have made the change­ 
over. 
This, to say the least, is con­ 
fusing. 
It seem s to me that 
the change-over to standard 
time ought to be made on the 
sam e date all over the country. 
But this isn't to argue that 
m atter. The various communit­ 
ies seem to handle it to suit 
their particular situations. 
I just hate to see old daylight 
saving 
time go. 
I 
found 
distinct advantages in this sit­ 
uation during the sum m er in 
the Bootheel, especially on tel­ 
evision reception. 
My town 
and a number of others in the 
lower 
Bootheel 
stayed 
on 
standard tim e. Memphis stayed 
on standard time, but network 
television went on daylight sav­ 
ings tim e. Since the program s 
were on tape, the Memphis TV 
stations 
ran them one hour 
.later than did the Cape G ir- - 
ardeau and Paducah stations, 
which were on daylight saving 
tim e. Get the picture? 
For 
example, le t's consider 
the late afternoon NBC and CBS 
new program s, 30 minutes of it. 
Huntley-Brinkley would come 
on at 4;30 p.m. my tim e and 
since 
Paducah 
and 
Cape 
wouldn’t compete 
with these 
program s, CBS news 
from 
Cape would follow at 5 p.m. 
my tim e. 
I like to watch both 
just to see how each newwork 
treats the day’s news, and it 


is 
surprising, som etim es, to 
see the difference in subject 
m atter and em phasis. 
They 
complain that the President and 
his adm inistration are manag­ 
ing the federal news? 
Don't 
think they don’t manage a lit­ 
tle of it them selves. 
But back to the TV set. The 
CBS and NBC stations at Mem­ 
phis, however, complete with 
the two news program s, both 
putting 
them 
on 
at 5 p.m . 
standard tim e. 
The only ad­ 
vantage in this for myself was 
that when I m issed the NBC 
news at 4;30 p.m. I still had 
a choice of the two program s 
at 5 p.m . 
Another advantage was that by 
viewing other program s broad­ 
cast from the Cape and Paducah 
stations, I could wind up 
the 
evening’s viewing generally at 
9 p.m . my tim e, which got me 
to bed at a reasonable 
tim e. 
That is unless I stayed up to 
watch 
Johnny 
C arson's 
“ Tonight” show, but that would 
conclude at 11 p.m. my tim e, 
which wasn't too bad. 
With 
the networks back on standard 
tim e, that will be midnight my 
tim e, and that is bad. 
Also, 
if we happened to miss som e 
network program we wanted 
to see when it was broadcast 


on daylight saving tim e, we 
still could see 
it an hour 
later on standard tim e 
from 
Memphis. 
You can hardly beat a sit­ 
uation like that, if you are a 
TV fan. This system , however, 
only works when you have an 
automatic roter or other means 
of turning your TV antenna to 
point toward the stations you 
wish to receive, and you must 
live in a location approxim ately 
midway between the northern 
and southern stations as we 
do. 
In other phases of life, I found 
other advantages with points 
north of daylight saving time 
and myself on standard tim e. 
For example, we could take off 
for Sikeston, enjoy excellent 
Chinese food at a restuarant 
there, leave there at 8 p.m . 
Sikeston time and be back home 


in Hayti a few m inutes after 
8 p.m. my tim e. 
L et’s do it 
again this way next sum m er. . . 
TRAFFIC 
SAFETY IS som e­ 
thing that concerns all of us 
and is a subject on which we 
often touch in this space. 
I 
have something else to say at 
this tim e. It is about automobile 
tire s. 
I had been reading here and 
there about the lack of overall 
industry specifications in tire 
m anfacturer 
with 
covert 
warnings that a lot of tire s 
being unloaded on the public are 
dangerous at interstate highway 
speeds. 
Well, if you don't think it can 
happen to you, you had better 
take another look. It happened 
to me, but fortunately I didn’t 
get into serious trouble. 
I 
always assumed, and it was my 
past 
experience, 
that tire s 
placed on new automobiles by 
the m anufacturer were of a good 
safe quality. Not so on a '65 
model I bought. 
So far three 
of the original equipment tire s 
have gone out in less than 20,000 
m iles of relative easy driving. 
I never had this to happen before 
on any other new car I have pur­ 
chased in the past. 
Fortunately, the big holes in 
the 
casing 
were found just 
before they could blow out. 
I 
now wonder what could have 
happened if one of them had 
blown at 70 m iles per hour on 
1-55! Anyway, I sent them back 
to a dealer handling the sam e 
line of tire s for adjustm ent. He 
has been nice about adjusting 
them, but in the process I have 
found out that these original 
equipment tires 
are of such 
low quality that I wouldn't think 
of placing them on any c a r I 
owned. I am replacing them with 
a higher priced tire . 
I sent a complaint to the d ealer 
from whom I bought the car, 
but 
he 
said that if the low 
quality tires were being placed 
on only his line of c a rs, he 
would “ feel bad about it.'’ But, 
he declared, “ all of the car 
m anfacturers are 
doing it.” 
Since my eldest son who lives 
in Memphis had liked our '65 
car and had purchased one just 
like it a few months ago, and 
since he drives much faster 
than I do, I sent him a le tte r 
as quickly as I could advising 
him to get rid of these original 
equipment tires on his ca r and 
replace them with something 
better. 
It looks to me like this thing 
is going to be a case of 
the 
situation 
becoming 
worse 
before it gets any better. 
A 
lot of people are going to have 
to die in highway accidents due 
to a low quality tire s before 
the federal government steps 
in 
and 
sets 
industry-w ide 
specifications 
for 
the 
tire 
m anufacturers. 
Anyway, take a tip from me. 
When you buy a new ca r or 
a new set of tire s, for safety’s 
sake try to be sure the rubber 
will take it. 
I have had to 
- learn this the hard way.

At this time of the year various 
communities, 
cities and whole 
areas of the nation are going 
off daylight 
saving time and 
going back to standard time. 
Some, which were on daylight 
saving time during the summer, 
already have made the change­ 
over. 
This, to say the least, is con­ 
fusing. 
It seem s to me that 
the 
change-over to standard 
time ought to be made on the 
same date all over the country. 
But 
this 
isn’t to argue that 
m atter. The various communit­ 
ies seem to handle it to suit 
their particular situations. 
I just hate to see old daylight 
saving 
time 
go. 
I 
found 


distinct advantages in this sit­ 
uation during the summer in 
the Bootheel, especially on tel­ 
evision 
reception. 
My town 
and a number of others in the 
lower 
Bootheel 
stayed 
on 
standard time. Memphis stayed 
on standard time, but network 
television went on daylight sav­ 
ings time. Since the programs 
were on tape, the Memphis TV 
stations 
ran them 
one 
hour 
.later than did the Cape G ir- ■* 
ardeau and Paducah stations, 
which were on daylight saving 
tim e. Get the picture? 
For 
example, let’s consider 
the late afternoon NBC and CBS 
new programs, 30 minutes of it. 
Huntley-Brinkley 
would come 
on at 4;30 p.m. my time and 
since 
Paducah 
and 
Cape 
wouldn't 
compete 
with these 
programs, CBS news 
from 
Cape would follow at 5 p.m. 
my time. 
I like to watch both 
just to see how each newwork 
treats the day’s news, and it 


is 
surprising, sometimes, to 
see the difference in subject 
matter 
and emphasis. 
They 
complain that the President and 
his administration are manag­ 
ing the federal news? 
Don’t 
think they don’t manage a lit­ 
tle of it them selves. 
But back to the TV set. The 
CBS and NBC stations at Mem­ 
phis, however, complete with 
the two news programs, both 
putting 
them 
on 
at 5 p.m. 
standard time. 
The only ad­ 
vantage in this for myself was 
that when I missed the NBC 
news at 4;30 p.m. I still had 
a choice of the two programs 
at 5 p.m. 
Another advantage was that by 
viewing other programs broad­ 
cast from the Cape and Paducah 
stations, I could wind up 
the 
evening’s viewing generally at 
9 p.m. my time, which got me 
to bed at a reasonable 
tim e. 
That is unless I stayed up to 
watch 
Johnny 
Carson's 
“ Tonight” show, but that would 
conclude at ll p.m. my time, 
which 
wasn’t too bad. 
With 
the networks back on standard 
time, that will be midnight my 
time, and that is bad. 
Also, 
if we happened to miss some 
network program 
we 
wanted 
to see when it was broadcast 


on 
daylight 
saving time, we 
still could see 
it an hour 
later on standard time 
from 
Memphis. 
You 
can hardly beat a sit­ 
uation like that, if you are a 
TV fan. This system, however, 
only works when you have an 
automatic roter or other means 
of turning your TV antenna to 
point toward the stations you 
wish to receive, and you must 
live in a location approximately 
midway between the northern 
and southern 
stations as we 
do. 
In other phases of life, I found 
other 
advantages 
with points 
north of daylight saving time 
and myself on standard time. 
For example, we could take off 
for Sikeston, 
enjoy excellent 
Chinese food at a restuarant 
there, leave there at 8 p.m. 
Sikeston time and be back home 


in Hayti a few minutes after 
8 p.m. my tim e. 
Let’s do it 
again this way next sum mer. . . 
TRAFFIC 
SAFETY IS some­ 
thing that concerns all of us 
and is a subject on which we 
often touch in this space. 
I 
have something else to say at 
this time. It is about automobile 
tires. 
I had been reading here and 
there alout the lack of overall 
industry specifications in tire 
manfacturer 
with 
covert 
warnings that 
a lot of tires 
tieing unloaded on the public are 
dangerous at interstate highway 
speeds. 
Well, if you don’t think it can 
happen to you, you had better 
take another look. It happened 
to me, but fortunately I didn’t 
get into serious trouble. 
I 
always assumed, and it was my 
past 
experience, 
that tires 
placed on new automobiles by 
the manufacturer were of a good 
safe quality. Not so on a ’65 
model I bought. 
So far three 
of the original equipment tires 
have gone out in less than 20,000 
miles of relative easy driving. 
I never had this to happen before 
on any other new car I have pur­ 
chased in the past. 
Fortunately, the big holes in 
the 
casing 
were found just 
before they could blow out. 
I 
now 
wonder what could have 
happened if one of them had 
blown at 70 m iles per hour on 
1-55! Anyway, I sent them back 
to a dealer handling the same 
line of tires for adjustment. He 
has been nice about adjusting 
them, but in the process I have 
found out that these original 
equipment tires 
are of such 
low quality that I wouldn’t think 
of placing them on any car I 
owned. I am replacing them with 
a higher priced tire. 
I sent a complaint to the dealer 
from whom I bought the car, 
but 
he 
said that if the low 
quality tires were being placed 
on only his line of ca rs, he 
would “ feel bad about it.” But, 
he declared, “ all of the car 
manfacturers 
are 
doing 
it.” 
Since my eldest son who lives 
in Memphis had liked our '65 
car and had purchased one just 
like it a few months ago, and 
since 
he drives much faster 
than I do, I sent him a letter 
as quickly as I could advising 
him to get rid of these original 
equipment tires on his car and 
replace 
them with something 
better. 
It looks to me like this thing 
is going to be a case of 
the 
situation 
becoming 
worse 
before it gets any better. 
A 
lot of people are going to have 
to die in highway accidents due 
to a low quality tires before 
the federal government steps 
in 
and 
sets 
industry-wide 
specifications 
for 
the 
tire 
manufacturers. 
Anyway, take a tip from me. 
When you buy a new car or 
a new set of tires, for safety’s 
sake try to be sure the rubber 
will take it. 
I have had to 
*. learn this the hard way.

all he knew quality and what it 
meant in processing. His know­ 
ledge came through years of 
experience in a business that 
had not changed much in gen­ 
erations and one that depended 
on human judgment. 
Today this is no longer tru e. 
With 
the 
new 
high-speed 
machinery which needs p recise 
settings to run efficiently, there 
is no longer the freedom for 
differences of opinion, nor the 
room for judgment erro r that 
there once was. 
We think of the development of 
instruments as a recent thine 
but actually it started 
about 
25 years ago with the intro, 
duction of a strength tester and 
an instrument to measure fiber 
iMCth. < Ii progressed slowly 
until after the war. 
We first 
learned about volume testing 
when the Micronaire, 
which 
m easures fiber fineness, was 
automated along about 
1951 
and now we're looking for in­ 
struments that give an accurate 
m easure of other qualities in 
10 seconds or less. 
Out of 
this has come a better under­ 
standing of the relationships 
between basic fiber properties, 
processing, and product quality. 
Technical people tell me that 
there are five basic measure­ 
ments of spinning performance- 
percent manfacturing 
waste, 
yarn strength, yarn appearnace, 
bleached yam color, and dyed 
yam color. Since 1946 the Cot­ 
ton Division of the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture's Con­ 
sum er and Marketing Service 
has 
been 
measuring 
these 
factors at our two spinning lab­ 
oratories. 
We have studied 
classers' decisions of grade and 
staple 
length, and compared 
them with laboratory measure­ 
ments which give the same or 
additional information about the 
fiber properties 
to determine 
which was the most valuable 
as an indicator of spinning per­ 
form ance. 
Laboratory 
measurements were found to 
be better than grade and staple 
length for predicting four 
of 
these five basic measurements, 
and were equal to grade and 
staple length for predicting the 
fifth. 
Color, 
fineness, 
length, 
strength, and trash are basic 
factors 
of fiber quality, and 
we have been doing a lot of 
work in measuring them. 
F or'in en ess and color we have . 
equ* UtL t suitable for testing 
e v i i j ^ale of American-grown 
cotton. We hope to have practi­ 
cable methods for measuring 
length, strength, and trash in 
just a few years. 
If these 
machines are successfully de­ 


veloped, 
we could 
have 
measurem ents for all five at 
a cost which we can afford. 
We have no way of knowing 
that price we can afford, but 
with other fibers tailor-m ade 
for specific jobs steadily taking 
cotton m arkets, we may find 
that we cannot do without a 
fiber m easurem ent which will 
help move the right cotton to 
the 
right place at the right 
time to do a specific job. 
After the methods for m easur­ 
ing these quality factors are 
worked out there rem ains the 
job of establishing values or 
prices for each 
of 
them. 
Fundmentally, 
each 
quality 
factor could be broken down 
into groups or ranges of values. 
The differences in these ranges 
would only be sm all enough to 
reflect significant quality dif­ 
ferences in the m ill. 
So far, 
I have made little 
mention of the role of 
the 
C and MS Cotton Division in 
this system of the future. 
If 
we should suddenly find 
that 
the m ills were specifying color, 
length, strength, fineness and 
trash in their purchases we 
would see some of our program s 
change very little — others 
would change drastically. 
If 
and when a new set of factors 
are used to describe quality, 
it is possible we could be call­ 
ed on to test 95% of the crop 
as we are now doing with class­ 
ification under the Smith-Doxey 
Act. 
We would, undoubtedly, 
take an active part in related 
services— providing check test 
cottons or standards, sam pling 
inspection, 
check test 
pro­ 
gram s, and the like. 
One of 
our big problem s would come 
in price quotation and m arket 
news services. Including quota­ 
tions for each of the five fiber 
qualities 
would involve 
new 
price 
reporting procedures. 
You can appreciate the 
dif­ 
ficulties we would have in this 
field and the need for more 
specific market and price in­ 
formation. 
It 
appears to me that we are 
definitely 
heading 
in the 
direction 
of 
instrum ent 
evaluation in cotton. 
If 
this 
will help to do a better job of 
describing quality, the Cotton 
Division is vitally interested. 
This interest is reflected in our 
work with instrum ents where 
we have taken the lead for 
several years in the evaluation 
and application of fiber tests. 
The challenge to all of us, I 
think, is to guide and direct 
the forces which are bring­ 
ing about this change so the 
transition to a new marketing 
system 
will 
be 
orderly, 
meaningful, 
and 
with a 
minimum of confusion.

Technical people tell me that 
there are five basic m easure­ 
ments of spinning perform ance- 
percent manfacturing 
waste, 
yarn strength, yarn appearnace, 
bleached yarn color, and dyed 
yam color. Since 1946 the Cot­ 
ton Division of the U. S. De­ 
partm ent of A griculture’s Con­ 
sum er and M arketing Service 
has 
been 
m easuring 
these 
factors at our two spinning lab­ 
oratories. 
We have studied 
c lasse rs’ decisions of grade and 
staple 
length, 
and com pared 
them with laboratory m easure­ 
ments which give the sam e or 
additional inform ation about the 
fiber properties 
to determ ine 
which was the m ost valuable 
as an indicator of spinning per­ 
form ance. 
Laboratory 
m easurem ents were found to 
be better than grade and staple 
length for predicting four 
of 
these five basic m easurem ents, 
and were equal to grade and 
staple length for predicting the 
fifth. 
Color, 
fineness, 
length, 
strength, and trash are basic 
factors 
of fiber quality, and 
we have been doing a lot of 
work in m easuring them . 
F o r 'ineness and color we have . 
equ< 
suitable for testing 
e v il/ .yale of A m erican-grown 
cotton. We hope to have practi­ 
cable methods for m easuring 
length, strength, and trash in 
just a few y ears. 
If these 
machines are successfully de- 


veloped, 
we >could 
have 
m easurem ents for 
all five at 
a cost which we 
can afford. 
We have 
no way 
of knowing 
that price we cani afford, but 
with other fibers tailor-m ade 
for specific jobs st eadilv taking 
cotton m arkets, we may find 
that we 
cannot do without a 
fiber m easurem ent which will 
help move the right cotton to 
the right place 
at the right 
time to do a specific job. 
After the methods for measur­ 
ing these quality factors are 
worked out there remains the 
job of establishing values or 
prices for each 
of 
them. 
Fundmentally, 
each 
quality 
factor could be broken down 
into groups or ranges of values. 
The differences in these ranges 
would only be* sm all enough to 
reflect significant quality dif­ 
ferences in the m ill. 
So far, 
I have made little 
mention of the role of 
tile 
C and MS Cotton Division in 
this system of the future. 
If 
we should suddenly find 
that 
the m ills w ere specifying color, 
length, strength, fineness and 
trash in th eir purchases we 
would see som e of our program s 
change very little — others 
would change drastically. 
If 
and when a new set of factors 
are used to describe quality, 
it is possible we could be call­ 
ed on to test 95^ of the crop 
as we are now doing with class­ 
ification under the Smith-Doxey 
Act. 
We would, undoubtedly, 
take an active p art in related 
services— providing cheekiest 
cottons or standards, sampling 
inspection, 
check test 
pro­ 
gram s, and the like. 
One of 
our big problem s would come 
in price quotation and market 
news services. Including quota­ 
tions for each of the five fil>er 
qualities 
would involve 
new 
price 
reporting procedures. 
You can appreciate tile 
dif­ 
ficulties we would have in this 
field and the need for more 
specific m arket and price in­ 
formation. 
It 
appears to me that we are 
definitely 
heading 
in the 
direction 
of 
instrument 
evaluation in cotton. 
If 
this 
will help to do a te tte r job of 
describing quality, the Cotton 
Division is vitally interested. 
This interest is reflected in our 
work with instrum ents where 
we have taken the lead for 
several years in the evaluation 
and application of fiber tests. 
The challenge to all of us, I 
think, is to guide and direct 
the forces which are bring­ 
ing about this change so the 
transition to a new marketing 
system 
will 
be 
orderly, 
meaningful, 
and 
with a 
minimum of confusion.
